The Revenue Marine--Mint=Drope--Cap tol 
Chatter.

WASHINGTON, October 19.—A new finan- 
cial scheme has been brought to the attention 
of the Government officials here ahd seems 
likely to demand the attention of Congress 
early in its coming session. The rapidity 
with which the Government is gobbling up 
its outstanding obligations, and the remark- 
ably high rates to which those of permanent 
standing have gone, has alarmed the national 
bank people, and an effort is likely to be 
made early next season to create a system by 
which the volume of bank currency can be 
increased without the investment of more 
| capital. Mostofthe outstanding bonds of 
| Government that have any considerable time 
torun now bear 4 per cent interest. These 
|are not redeemable until 1907, and, conse- 
quently, are the best basis for national banks 
that now exists. The very fact, however, 
that they are such a basis and are largely 
prized for this purpose has forced them up to 
about 20 percent above par. The National 

Banks, in order to obtain their notes for cur- 
rency, must deposit these bonds with the 
| Treasurer of the United States, and can then 
' receive 90 per cent of their face value in

Many have given up their cireu- 
lation and some of those organizing are, it is 
said, declining to take out notes. The plan 


follows: Thata3 per cent note, redeemable 
in 1907, be issued by the Government to be 
exchange d for the 4 per cents, giving $1 14 on 
the 3 per cent bonds for every dollar of the 4 
per cents, at par. By computation it is found 
that the sum to be paid out by 
the Government, in interest and _ prin- 
cipal, would be the same in one 
as in the other. To the banks, 
it is claimed, this would make an important 
difference, as these three per cent bonds 
would sell at about par, and the banks would 
thus be able to obtain about ninety per cent 
in currency for their money put into bonds, 
instead of seventy-five per ‘cent, as under the 
present method. It is held that this fact 
would cause the banks to veadily exehange 
their four per cents for the three per cents, 
and that other holders would also be glad to 
exchange, as the margin of premium would 
thus be transferred to principal and could 
not fade away when financial troubles came, 
as would the a, Itis estimated that 
this plan, should all the $360,000,000 of 
the bonds now held by the Treasury to se- 
cure bank circulation be exchanged for the 

3 per cents, would give an additional cireula- 
tion of about $ $25,000,000 throughout the coun- 
try. A greater amount of circu ating medium 
the bankers say, is really needed. The rapid 
growth of population and of business require 
also an increase in the circulating medium. 
The New York bankers express themselves 
as being much in favor of this plan, and it 
seems likely to be brought before Congress 
in some shape during the coming session, 
though with scareely a brilliant prospect of 
success. 

THE REVENUE 

Revenue Marine circles 
somewhat agitated of late over 
n proposition made by a Navy 
agg Fee that the revenue marine shouid 
ye thrown open to the naval cadets and made 
in turn a part of the navy. The proposition 
has at least served the purpose of calling at- 
tention to the value of the revenue marine. 
Its business isto see that the revenue and 
navigation laws are enforced and obeyed, and 
they ine identally assist a great many vessels 
in distress, beside. This bureau of the Treas- 
ury Department—for it is only that—has thir- 
ty-five vessels which flyup and down the 
eoast and on the great lakes and saves to the 
Government and the people an average of 
$5,000,000 a year at a cost of $350,000. It has 
900 officers and perhaps 1,000 men. It has in 
the past ten years rendered assistance to 
something like 2,000 vessels and made over 
20,000 reports or seizures for violation of the 
revenue or navigation laws. 

MINT DROPS. 

The annual report of the Director of the 
Mint shows that the coinage of the past year 
has been greater than in any year in the his- 
tory of the mint. It shows that there is in 
existence in the country about $500,000,000 in 
gold coin and $120,000,000in silver. The to- 
tal money of the country, gold, silver, 
nickels, copper coins, gree nbacks and na- 
tional bank notes 3, given in round num bers,is 
$1,500,000,000, which is divided about as fol- 
lows: Pa ver, 750 millions ; gold, 500 millions, 
Ysilver anc subsidiary coins, 250 millions. Easy 
to remember, isn’tit? One more statement ; 
the total money of the world is estimated at 
$10,000,000,000, of which six billions is specie 
and the remainder paper.

A Stormy Convention in Chicago—Ru- 
mors of a Mammoth Lockout.

CuIcaGco, October 19.—The Northwestern 
lodges of the Amalgamated Society of Llron 
and Steel-Workers have been in secret ses- 
sion here this week, considering an advance 
of wages throughout the country and other 
subjects. Ail the great rolling mills around 
Chicago are represented. Delegates are 
present from Detroit. Albany, Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Pittsburg, Milwaukee, Springfield 
and other cities. A proposition 
to demand an increase of twelve per 
cent was voted down and an amendment de- 
manding 10 per cent was carried. The at- 
tempts of employes toward a conference have 
been so far abortive. The charges of Penn- 
s yivania lodges against President Jarrett, 
who was present, were referred to a com- 
mittee. ‘There are probabilities of a strike 


and mammoth lockout if the demands are 
not aeceded to. The session is to end to-day. 
A National convention is to be called for 
about December 1, to settle all matters in 
dispute between the lodges, etc.

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HORRIBLE RENCONTRE. 


Father, Son and Assailant Die To- 
gether in the Street. 


ATriple Tragedy at Knoxville, Tenn., in 
Which Three Leading Citizens are Killed.

KNOXVILLE, TENN., October 19.—General 
Mabry and Major O’Connor had some words 
on the race track yesterday, and Mabry’ 
then threatened to kill O’Connor at sight. 
This morning Mabry was walk-‘ 
ing up Gay street. when O’Connor 
came out of the Mechanics’ Bank~™ 
with a shot-gun. He shot Mabry, killing 
him instantly. Mabry’s son then came up, 
and he and O’Connor simultaneously fired at 
each other, both being center shots, and both 
wre instantly killed. Some time ago the 
Mabrys had a shooting scrape with the 
Lusby family, killing the father and son of 
the tatter. The city is wild with excitement 
and business has suspended. 

ANOTHER ACUOUNT. 

MEMPHIS, October 19.—It is reported here 
that at Knoxville, Tenn., this morning, Jo- 
seph A. Mabry and Geo. W. Mabry were shot 
and killed by Maj.Tom O’Connor, and that 
he in turn was killed by the friends of the 
Mabrys. Particulars are telegraphed for. 

MEMPHIS, TENN., October 19.—A special to 
the Evening Ledger from Knoxtille, Tenn., 
says: The most terrible rencontre known 
to the annals of homicide occurred to-day 
about 11 o’clock in Gay street in this city. 
Gen. Joseph A. Mabry, Sr., Joseph 
A. Mabry, Jr., and Maj. Thomas 
O’Connor all fell in conflict, with two other 
parties wounded. The difficulty grew out of 
an old grudge. Yesterday at the races Gen. 
Mabry approached Maj. O’Connor' with 
threats and hard words in the amphi- 
theater. O’Connor __ replied that it 
was no place nor time for an 
affray, and _ that he was unarmed. 
This morning ru: uor goes that Gen. Mabry 
sent O’Connor word that he would kil! him 
on sight. At100’clock Gen. Mabry passed 
down Gay street on the opposite side from 
the Mechanics’ National Bank, of which 
0’Connor was president. O’Connor stepped 
from the bank to the middle of the pavement 
and fired two shots across the street in rapid 
succession, both taking effect, Gen. Mabry 
falling dead. O’Conner turned and seized 
another gun, and as he did so Joseph Mabry, 
Jr., who was rapidly coming down the street, 
fired upon him witha pistol held in both 
hands at a distance of thirty yards. The ball 
passed through O’Connor’s heart, but nearly 
simultaneously O’Connor fired on Mabry, Jr., 
and both fell dead.

Republican City’ Convention at 
Mercantile Library Hall.

Gov. Fletcher Calls the Assembly to Order~ 
Dr. Preetorius Made Temporary Chairman. 


The city Convention of the Library Hall 
Republicans was called to meet at 10 a. m. 
to-day at Mercantile Library Hall. At that 
hour not one man had putinan appearance. 
Within ten or fifteen minutes a few men 
came up aw stood aimlessly at the door. 
None of the leaders had made themselves 
visible. The first persons to show up in full 
strength were the Filleyites. John H. Pohl- 
man, Peter P. Dailey, Fred Gerber, the Filley 
nominee for Recorder of Voters, and a 
half dozen others stood around and exchanged 
sentiments as to what would be done “by the 
other fellows.” 

“They will have to put upa full ticket,” 
sald Pohlinan. 

“Of course they will,” seid Dailey. “They 
are cowards if they do not.” 

About 10:30 John 8S. Cavender came along 
and his appearance caused quite a stir. Soon 
after W. H. Seudder, L. 8S. Metealfe,Dr.J. HH. 
McLean, Ww. Ww. Judy, Milton 
Turner, Geo. Bain, E. 8. Rowse, Chas, Claf- 
lin Allen, Paul F, Coste, 
F. T. Ledegerber, John H. Cavender, Ches- 
ter H. Krum, Thomas C, Fletcher and a num- 
ber of others put in an appearance. Among 
the candidates talked about who came early 
were Mason and kmile Thomas. 
The silk stockings spoke” very 
little and had no canvassing to do. 
The Filleyites told in fronical tones how they 
we etme from voting yesterday. 

“Why,” @said Pohiman. in a tone intended 
for Cavender, “they had only one qualifica- 
tion up in my ward.” 

“What was that’” he was asked. 

“They just asked a man whether he was 
for Pohlman, and if he was he could not 
vote.”’ 

“I went “ in my ward and wanted to 
vote,” said Dailey. “The first thing they 
asked me was would | support the State 
ticket?’’ 

“What did you say?” 

“1 said I would, and I will.” 

“What was the next question?’ asked 
Pohlman. 

“Why,” said Dailey, “they wanted to know 
whether [ was in sympathy with the Library 
Hall movement?” 

“What did you say?” 

“I said Lhad the deepest sympathy with 
it. aney then asked me if I was a friend of 
the Pohiman ticket, of which I was a mem- 
ber, and because I was, no vote for me.”’ 

Mr. Pohiman claimed that Filley delega- 
tions had been elected in the First, Fourth, 
Fifth, Seventh and Fourteenth Wards sure, 
as wellas in the ‘'wenty-third, which the

At 10:30 a.m. Dr. McLean went up into the 
hall, took a position on the stand and directed 
the motions of two men and a boy. who were 
txing up the signs over the bad places in the 
seats, When he had finished this job the del- 
egates and others streamed into the hall and 
began to prepare for business. There were 
rumors that the Filleyites would make a row, 
but none was apprehended. 

At 11:05 a. m., Thos. C. Fletcher rapped for 
order and called to the delegates to take their 
seats. The wards were not at all fully rep- 
resented, many of the laces showing 
empty seats. Tne lobby was well 
filled and had a bigger crowd 
than that place selected for delegates. 
Joseph A. Wherry, F. T. Ledergerber and J. 
H. Cavender were ready to act a8 secretaries. 
When the delegates were in their places

that he called the meeting to orderas Chair- 
man of the Committee of Ten andTwenty- 
eight appointed at the Mercantile Library 
Hiall of September16.

They came 
direet from the people, and unbiased and 
ready to represent their inter- 
ests, The committees had dis- 
charged their dutyand now returned to the 
representatives of the people the authority 
they had received. In conclusion Mr. Fletcher 
called upon Ilion. Emil Pretoritus to pre- 
side as temporary chairman of he conven- 
tion. 

ON ASSUMING THE CHAIR 
Mr. Preetorius was greeted with applause. 
Hie thanked the convention for the honor 
conferred upon him, which was the greater 
because of the good Republican crowd it 
comes from. If fre was not the oldest man in 
the crowd he was one of the oldest members 
of the Republican party, which he joined 
When it sprang into existencein 1853-4. This 
made a record of ok + oe a: years, and no 
one inthe crowd could beat that. As aboli- 
tionists they had secured the freedom of 
the black man, and now they were working 
against the enslavement of the white man. 
Jie paid brief attention to Mr. Filley, re- 
marking that o man is great enough to dis- 
rupt this party. He called upon the conven- 
tion to nominate a temporary secretary. 

Joseph A. Wherry was nominated for tem- 
porary secretary on motion of George Bain. 

Mr. Bain moved for the appointment of a 
committee on credentials, one on permanent 
organization and order of business and a 
third on resolutions, to which all resolutions 
‘should be referred without debate. The 
motion wae adopted.

Long 
before he was ever heard of in Congress or 
could be induced to accept an election to that 
body, he had made a reputation as the best 
presiding officer the Kentacky Senate ever 
had, and we have no doubt that he will make 
a national reputation as the Model Speaker.

papers can probably be kept in order just as 
well by the insertion of bamboo splinters un- 
der the nails of refractory editors; the subsi- 
dies have been withdrawn, and the native 
press of Japan is now thrown upon the cold 
charities of the world, to battle with the ad- 
vertiser and the subscriber as best it can, 
and to scoop the loathsonfe con- 
temporary, or to be scooped as the fates de- 
termine.

The course of the St. Louis Republican on the 
shooting of Col. Slayback by John Cockerill has 
not been surpassed for meanness and malignity in. 
the history of American journalism. From the 
first, although the evidence is directly to the con- 
trary, it has striven to prove that the shooting was 
a murder, foul and unprovoked, and that Cockerill 
is responsible for the cause as well as for the ef- 
fect. Were this malicious partiality due to any 
cause but intense hatred of Cockerill there might 
be found some shadow of excuse for it, but it is 
not. Anew maninanold society. Cockerill was 
impatient and contemptuous of the shams and 
frauds which had become so much conventional 
that it was regarded as sensationalism to speak or 
write of them as they were, and he expressed him- 
self brilliantly and truthfully about them. In do- 
ing so he incurred the hatred of a special class 
composed of a beggarly sort of old regimé of 
which the Republican is the chief representative. 
A brave man, neither a social toady nor a moral 
coward, he wrote the truth in clean, terse English, 
and took his chances for justice, if he ever 
thought of it, with time and its compensations. 

The facts up to the time of the shooting are not 
disputed and they distinctly make Slayback the 
aggressor. The trouble began in the candidacy of 
Col. James QO. Broadhead for Congress. This 
candidate was opposed by the Post-DisraTcn. 
The opposition was. resented by Col. Slayback, 
who, in a St. Louis club room, inthe presence of 
Cockerill,, denounced the Post-DIsPATCH as 
a “blackmailing sheet.” Some words grew 
out of this, and, subsequently, there was a 
patched-up peace. A short time later 
Col. Slayback delivered a speech in 
which he reiterated the offensive language. Up 
to this time nothing had appeared about him in 
the Post-DisPATCH, although he had gone out of 
his way to take up another man’s quarrel. After 
the second assault, however, the paper published 
a card charging him with being a coward, and he 
went to the offlee to resent the language and was 
killed. The testimony as to the final scene is econ- 
flicting, but the bulk of itis tothe effect that he 
was killed with a weapon in his hand, and that the 
shooting was donein self<iefense. This will be 
sifted in the courts, however, where it belongs, 

The Post-DispatcH is charged with having 
carried its right of comment too far, but the pre- 
liminary and undisputed facts are clear that it did 
not go nearly so far as Col. Siayback did. In the 
first place Col. Slayback took up another man’s 
quarrel. In the second place he did it by charging 
John Cockerill,who is as distinctly and thoroughly 
a gentieman as Col, Slayback was, with being a 
blackmuiler. In the third place, after this 
language had been smoothed over in a way, he re- 
peated it in a speech ina much more public and 
insulting manner, and it then gained the publicity 
of public print. Then, and not until then. did the 
Post-Dispates turn from Broadhead and givea 
brief attention tothe deceased man. Through- 
out he was the aggressor. 

It is true that the press sometimes goes too far 
in its criticism of public men, but the press does 
not go nearly to the extreme which is common on 
the street-corners in criticism of newspapers. 
The charge of blackmail, made in most cases by 
irresponsible idjets who do not understand the 
meaning of the word, is @ common one in nasty 
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niisapprehension.
